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INTRODUCTION 


Among the Andean countries, Peru has been the subject of the longest 
and most sustained interest in ornithological research. As early as 1844-1846 
Tschudi published his Untersuchungen iiber die Fauna Peruana, Aves, and in 
1884-1886 Taczanowski published his three volume Ornithologie du Pérou. The 
following fifty years witnessed much collecting and many short taxonomic 
papers, but in 1931 Zimmer began his monumental series, Studies of Peruvian 
Birds, which continued until his death in 1957, at which time 66 numbers had 
been published. The last two decades have seen a resurgence of intensive 
collecting, primarily by the parties from the Louisiana State University 
Museum of Zoology. Their collections have produced a remarkable number of 
novelties, and will undoubtedly be the basis for many future studies. 


During his years of study of Peruvian birds, Zimmer built up an extensive 
card file of collecting localities. This material was made available by Vaurie 
in 1972 when he published An Ornithological Gazetteer of Peru (Based on 
Information Compiled by J. T. Zimmer), Although the information included is 
rather sparse, Vaurie's Gazetteer has been of great help in compiling this one. 
Many of Vaurie's localities are lacking collector's names, and none has 
reference to where it might appear in the literature. However, all are 
included in the present list, since Zimmer must have come across them either 
in the literature or on specimen labels. The list of localities in H.-W. Koepcke 
(1961:26-37) is also without data as to collectors or dates, but all localities are 
included since they are the source of either specimens or observations. In 
both cases, review of the original literature has provided collection data for 
the majority of these sites, but there are a few that appear as bare names. 


Beside localities derived from specimens in the collections of Field 
Museum of Natural History and the Museum of Comparative Zoology, we have 
been able to include localities represented in the collections of the Louisana 
State University Museum of Zoology, the Museum of Vertebrate Zoology in 
Berkeley, and the Museo del Historia Natural "Javier Prado" in Lima. Data 
for the first two are incomplete: the LSUMZ records, although usually 
containing valuable habitat information, do not have the names of individual 
collectors, and those from MVZ have only locality and altitude. However, 
anyone using those collections should have no problem identifying their 
collecting sites. Data from MHNJP are complete to the extent that they were 
entered in the catalog. 


The present gazetteer follows the same format as that of its pre- 
decessors. The basic authority for spelling, coordinates, and alphabetizing has 
been the Gazetteer of Peru prepared by the United States Board on 
Geographic Names in 1955. While the use of the USBGN gazetteers has given 
us a solid base for resolving most conflicts in other countries, this is not true 
for Peru. For the first time we have had the active cooperation of two local 
scientists, Manuel Plenge and Gerardo Lamas, and it has become obvious that 
many of the names appearing in the USBGN do not reflect the usage in the 
country. Plenge and Lamas are thoroughly familiar with the geography of 
Peru; the former has compiled a list of all the birds of Pa ae an 
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ornithological bibliography for the country, and the latter has published A 
Gazetteer of Peruvian Entomological Stations. Both read the initial draft of 
this gazetteer and pointed out many instances in which the USBGN gazetteer 
does not give the spelling presently in use in Peru. We have treated their 
suggested emendations in various ways. When the USBGN spellings are out 
of step both with the literature and with Plenge's or Lamas's suggestion, we 
have used the latter's recommendation. Where there are variations both in 
the literature and between the USBGN and Plenge and Lamas, we have 
retained the USBGN spelling, but added the suggested emendation. In every 
case, all variant spellings are cross-referenced. 


In the Spanish alphabet C and CH, L and LL, and N and N are all 
considered distinct letters and alphabetized separately, CH following C, N 
following N, and LL following L. We have followed the anglicized version used 
in the USBGN gazetteer, and in the earlier gazetteers of this series. We 
apologize to our Spanish readers for any inconvenience this unaccustomed 
order may cause them, but feel that since the gazetteers are in English, we 
should follow the anglicized order. 


In 1980 the former department of Loreto was divided into two 
departments, Loreto in the north and Ucayali in the south. Since the 
Departamento Ucayali has yet to occur in the bird literature and all collecting 
sites there have been previously considered Loreto, we have noted the 
departmental name for localities now in Ucayali as "Loreto, now Ucayali." 


We would like to give a reminder here that the coordinates of rivers 
always refer to the mouths, and they may be hundreds of kilometers from the 
actual collecting localities. Whenever possible we have indicated in the text 
where along the river a given collector worked. These indications may be 
altitudes or a distance from a town or landmark, or where a trail crosses the 
river. Without such an indication, the collecting locality is indeterminate, 
despite the precise coordinates of the mouth. 


One of the most diligent collectors in Peru was Jan Sztolcman, who in 
his early days occasionally spelled his name "Sztolcmann" or "Stolzmann." 
This would not cause much confusion except that Taczanowski consistently 
used the spelling "Stolzmann." However, Sztolcman himself in his later 
Peruvian papers, and Domaniewski in his obituary and bibliography of 
Sztolcman (1929, Ann. Mus. Zool. Polonici, 8:23-48) both used the spelling 
"Sztolcman," and we have followed that usage here. This is also the spelling 
used by Vaurie (1972). 


The bibliography includes all papers and books that we were able to find 
that included Peruvian collecting or observation localities. We are very 
grateful to Manuel Plenge for giving us a draft copy of his forthcoming 
Bibliography of the birds of Peru , which contains many references that we 
would have overlooked. With this help, the bibliography should contain those 
references that a working ornithologist would come across in his studies.
